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Fishing schooner Cavalier, 1904. The first decade of the 20th century saw the introduction of one-cylinder two-cycle gasoline engines 
to assist in raising sail and working the windlass. This model shows the usual arrangement of the engine in its box and the gallows 
for the hoisting winches. The windlass was fitted with a large drive gear and pinion which was linked to the hoisting winch by 
a sprocket, or link-belt, chain (now shown).

This term was 
acolloguialism for Duncan Street, which traversed the busiest part of Gloucester’s waterfront (and no, it was not a red light district!).
